METROPOLITAN SNOBISHNESS 


A lady who returned the other day from 
a visit to a large city where she did some 
shopping, was giving her impressions of 
the kind of service she got in the stores 
of the big town. She spoke particularly 
of one place where she felt she had very 
poor attention. She believed the reason 
to be that she was not dressed stylishly 
enough. 

She had on a shirt waist and skirt of 
refined appearance and excellent quality. 
But as she failed to present herself in the 
latest type gown, the clerks as she be- 
lieved were discourteous and inattentive. 

The store referred to was not one sup- 
posed to be exceptionally expensive or 
aristocratic. But the clerks seemed to 
have acquired the big city taint of judg- 
ing everyone by their clothes. 

The big city stores have very high 
expenses. They pay low prices to a 
great deal of their help to offset their 
costs. ‘They have large numbers of flufty 
haired and empty headed little upstarts, 
who offer adulation to people whose ap- 
pearance indicates wealth and who main- 
tain an indifferent air toward others. 

Here in Richmond where the clerks are 
our own young people, intimately asso- 
ciated with the life of the town, earnestly 
desirous to win the favor of all types of 
people, conditions are very different. 


REMOVING POVERTY 


The most prominent causes of poverty 
might be summarized under the heads of 
ignorance and weakness of will. Of 
courst there are ma"y cases of crushing 
misfortune that no human foresight 
could avert. Many people of good in- 
telligence, who have made a brave fight, 
have been unable to cope with the over- 
powering difficulties of their lot. 

In so far as ignorance causes poverty, 
it is to a large extent removable. Every, 
time you let a child slip out: of school 
with but the very beginnings of educa- 
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tion, you take chances of adding to the 
poverty of the community. The half 
trained boy or girl hasn’t developed’ any 
mental power to meet the situations of 
life. It is apt to sink helpless under the 
first attack of misfortune, or to fall easy 
prey to evils. The child that is lacking 
in mental power can usually be. given 
mechanical skill, so it can at least sup- 
port itself, 

Vast, masses of struggling adult.people 
could bet greatly helped after they leave: 
school by measures of popular education. 
Evening. schools and industrial plants and 
churches should take hold to teach for- 
eigners English, and to give simple lessons 
in thrift, domestic economy, the best 
methods of utilizing food, and other prac- 
tiéal instruction they sadly lack. 


Weakness of will is the hardest cause — 


of poverty to get at.- But the habit of 
industry goes far to tone up a nerveless 
character. If you can once get a boy 
in the habit of regular work, so that his 
daily toil has become a second nature to 
him, he will avoid most of the pitfalls 
of life. 

The comfortable elements of the com- 
munity can no longer pass by on the 
other side, without more effort to alle- 
viate the festering sore of poverty. Gen- 
erous gifts of charity will help many 
families over a tight spot, but education 
is the greatest foe of poverty, and must 
be offered in far more ’generous measure.
